I know  there  are  plain  examples  of  Qod- 
called  men  to  God-given  work  in  the  Old 
Testament  scriptures,  ns  Samuel.

2),  nnd  others  still 
thnt  can  be  cited.  But"  I take  it  thnt  my 
theme  has  reference  to  the  Christian  min- 
istrv  specially. 

This  subject,  so  generally  believed  by 
Baptists,  seems  to  be  withont  any  plain, 
straightforward,  positive.  “Thus  saith  the 
Lord”  in  the  New  Testament,  the  place  to 
go  to  find  Christian  doctrines.  But  there 
must  be  some  scripture  that  has  reference 
to  a “divine  call”  to  the  ministry’:  other- 
wise our  Baptist  people  are  believing  a doc- 
trine withont  Bible  foundation.

This  word  is 
used  in  the  Old  Testament  to  designate 
God’s  people.  We  rend  in  I.  Chron.  16:22, 
and  Psa.  10;»:lor  “Touch  not  mine  annoint- 
ed  ones  (Christon),  and  do  my  prophets 
When  it  is  used  in  the  sin- 
r (Christos)  it  is  equivalent  to 
The  <Holy  Spirit  does  not  in- 
vent new  terms  to  express  himself;  or,  if 
he  does  he  also  defines  them.  There  is  no 
speial  import  to  the  term  ehtistinnous.  ‘‘It 
is  a Latin  derivation  from  the  Greek  term 
for  Messiah;  it  is  connected  with  the  office, 
not  the  name  of  our  Lord.”  Although  the 
name.  Christian,  from  the  2d  century  has 
been  universally  accepted  by  the  followers 
of  the  Lord,  and  has  acquired  a definite 
meaning,  it -had  no  ifueh  meaning  at  Antioch 
in  Paul  s day.  It  was  a name  given  to 
believers  merely  to  distinguish  them  from 
the  unbelieving  Jew*,  it  was  bom  out  of 
this  necessity.

Nor  has  the  old  State  exhausted  heijself, 
in  giving  up  these  noble  sons  of  hers,  to 
enrich  the  stedk  elsewhere,  and  supply  a 
want  that  couljl  not  be  had  from  any  cither 
quarters.

hut  I do  not  beljeve  in  converting  our  great- 
est Theological  jSeminary  in  the  world,  into 
a mere  ministerial  bureau,  or  agency  for 
locating  preachers  with,  this  that  or  sipne 
other  church.

But  our  Arminian  Baptists,  to- 
gether with  others  of  like  faith  teach,  as 
I understand  them,  whether  they  will  ac- 
knowledge it  or  not,  that  said  freedom  is 
not  availnhle.  or  cannot  he  secured  until 
man.  either  wholly  or  partly,  by  the  ex- 
ercise of  his  own  will  power  has  nt  least 
repented  of  hia  sins  nnd  believed  the  gos- 
pel. as  a meritorious  act  on  the  part  of  the 
carnal  or  natural  man ; which  I believe  to 
be  rank  heresy.  Repentance  docs  not  re- 
sult from  the  natural  or  carnal  will  of 
man,  hut  rather  is  the  fruit  of  Ihe  Holy 
Spirit  operating  on  the  heart.

For  several  months  he  traveled 
through  the'  South,  endeavoring 
to  secure  a colleague  ip  this  work, 
end  at  length,  Mr.  Henry  Good- 
all,  who  »had  been  appointed  to 
China,  was  prevailed  upon  to 
.change  his  field,  and  to  accom- 
pany Mr.  Bowen  to  Africa.  A 
young  colored  man,  Robert  F. 
Hill,  also  bore  them  cqmpany. 

They  reached  the  western  coast 
of  Africa  Feb.  8th,  18of>,  making 
their  first  stop  at  Monrovia,  the 
capital  of  the  Liberian  colony  of 
colored  people,  sent  o|ut  from 
America.
